The  London  Haval  Treaty  was  made  possible 
by  Britain's  renunciation  of  her  traditional  sea 
proniin^'iu'c  Shu-''  ilif  '.v.tys  of  Empire  lie  on 
the  waters  the  urlousness  of  this  Implication  has 
not  yet  been  realised,  except  by  naval  cvperta. 
The  advice  of  those  cxperU,  where  Britain  Is 
oonoemed.  was  Ignored  In  the  framing  of  the 
Treaty.  The  throe-Power  Pact  \$  a  document 
tn  which  all  the  self-sacrlflelng  has  bean  done 
by  Britain  It  purports  to  be  an  lastnuneat 
"for  the  limitation  and  reduction  of  naval  arma- 
ments'  It  reduces  one  naval  armament,  that 
of  the  British  Empire.  Otherwise  It  permlU 
Japan  and  the  United  States  to  mak* 
Increases  to  their  naval  atrongtbs.

There  is  an  element  of  Insincerity  not  con- 
sonant with  pohtleal  stablUty  that  marta  the 

present  elSCtlon  rampnlgn  of  Mr.  Mackensle 
King.  In  a  speech  at  Kenora  he  Injected  mto 
this  altitude  a  note  of  humor  He  told  his  hear- 
ers that  Uie  reason  tJie  provincial  Conservative 
premiers  were  campaigning  against  him  was  be- 
cause that  party  stood  for  monopoly,  and  lhal  it 
wanted  control  to  politics  as  well  as  in  every- 
tbhig  Mse.
